To obtain the very best results, it is important that you use 
strictly pure Linseed Oil, such as Spencer-Kellogg, Goodrich or 
Archer-Daniels. Boiled Linseed Oil is preferable to the Raw, as 
Boiled Oil will counteract poor drying conditions and can be 
used with good success under all conditions. 

On sappy lumber, in priming coat, use one quart of Linseed 
Oil with one quart of Benzole, using regular reductions for suc- 
ceeding coats. On new work, where yellow pine has been used, 
it is a good idea to let stand a couple of weeks before painting.
